| and their ſat Revenues like their roſt- 
meat drips all away: the Purſes of ſuch 
Prodigals may be (aid to be poor by their 
great goings out, while their Bellzes may 
be faid to be rich by their great com- 
zngs in. 

LIT. Laſtly, in reference to Building, 
which 1s the third B, take heed thou in- 
gage not too far in it, for this will pick 
a mans Purſe, as it did the fooliſh Buil- 
ders in the Goſpe], who began to bu:/d 
but could not make an end ; and leave 
their houſes deſplate, as the {lothful mans 
Vineyard, deſcribed thus by Solomon, 
Lo it was all grown over with thorns, and 
Wettles had covered the face thereof, and 
the ſtone walls thereof were broken down.
